Among  the  Counterfeiters, 


Five  or  six  years  ago,  when  I  wm  de¬ 
tailed  to  look  up  the  Roger*  gang  of 
counterfeiter*.  I  had  but  one  clue  to 
begin  work  on.  One  of  the  clerks  in 
the  dead- letter  office  bad  *aved  and  lent 
to  the  chief  the  following  letter:

We  bad  for  a  whole  year  been  trying 
to  find  the  headquarter* oChalf-a-dosm 
counterfeiter*  who  had  banded  togetber 
under  the  control  of  a  man  named  Ed¬ 
ward  Roger*,  formerly  employed  a*  a 
banknote  engraver  by  a  New  York  es¬ 
tablishment.  He  had  flooded  Cincin¬ 
nati.  Pittsburg  and  other  cities  with 
counterfeit  postal  currency  rod  national 
banknotes,  and,  first  and  last,  ten  or  a 
doaen  detectives  had  failed  to  find  the 
headquarter**  of  the  nog  and  bruak 
them  op.  Several  parties  had  been  ax-, 
rented  for  “  shoving  ”  the  counterfeits, 
but  they  were  saloon-keepers  and  show¬ 
men  and  men  merely  acting  as  agents  to 
get  rid  of  the  money. 

We  argued  among  ourselves  that 
Rogers  and  four  or  five  (perhaps  more) 
engravers  rod  printers  had  headquar¬ 
ters  somewhere  in  Virginia,  ©hio  or 
Pennsylvania,  where  they  printed  their 
money,  and  that  they  qm piaffed  a  general 
agent  to  take  it  from  them  and  sell  ih 
out  to  such  unprincipled  persons  in 
towns  and  cities  as  would  enter  into 
the  speculation.
